The Methodist Episcopal Church was organized in An- 
nual Conference relations in New Orleans, Louisiana, Decem- 
ber 25, 1865, by Bishop Thompson, and included the States of 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Texas, and was known as the Miss- 
issippi Mission Conference. Only three sessions were held of 
this Conference, and in January, 1867, the Texas Conference 
was organized and in January, 1869, the Mississippi and Lou- 
isiana Conference.

The Forty-seventh Annual Session of the Louisiana An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church convened 
at 8 130 a. m. Wednesday morning in the Rose of Sharon 
Baptist Church Building, Bishop Napthali Luccock, B. D., 
LL.D., presiding. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by W. Scott Chinn. 
Hymn sang, "Come Holy Spirit, Come." Scripture lesson, 
Psalm 23rd in concert, prayer by W. ScoH Chinn. Secretary 
J. A. Lindsay called the' roll of the Conference and noted ab- 
sentees, after which the Conference stood with bowed head 
while the roll of the deceased pastors was called. The follow- 
ing had answered the summons of the Master and gone from 
labor to reward: Peter W. Clark, Milton S. Goins, W. R. H.

The Mississippi Annual Conference January 23rd, 1915, at Vicks- 
burg, Miss., by a vote of 92 to 21 requested the Board of Bishops to 
submit the following amendment to strike out from the Third Restric- 
tive Rule, Paragraph 46, Section 3 of Discipline of 1912, all after the 
disjunctive "but," and insert the words, "May elect a Bishop or Bish- 
ops for work among particular races and languages or for any foreign 
missions," limiting their episcopal jurisdiction to the same respec- 
tively so that the whole paragraph shall read: 

"The General Conference shall not change nor alter any part of 
the rule of our government so as to do away with Episcopacy nor de- 
stroy the plan of our itinerate General Superintendency; but may 
elect a Bishop or Bishops for work among particular races and lan- 
guages or for any of our Foreign Missions, limiting their Episcopal 
jurisdiction to the same respectively."

Whereas, the General Conference of 1912 had before it for con- 
sideration a proposition reported by the Committee on Episcopacy

Whereas, the said proposition received 520 votes of the 565 mem- 
bers of the General Conference present and voting, and was evidently 
supposed to have received the constitutional majority necessary to

Whereas, a constitutional question was raised as to whether the 
proposition did receive the requisite majority, which question can be 
determined only by the General 'Conference; and 

Whereas, the Bishops in heir annual meeting at Washington, D. 
C, October 27, 1914, declared, through a published statement over 
the signature of the Secretary of the Board, that the said amend- 
ments were not before them to be sent down to the Annual Confer- 
ences and Lay Electoral Conference, because the Secretary of the 
General Conference had not certified the record upon the subject to 
them ; and 

Whereas, there is now before the Methodists of all races within 
the United States the great question of federation, fraternity, co- 
operation and unity, and we confidently believe that the passage of 
the amendment providing for Bishops for races, languages and people 
would be the means toward an adjustment which would be helpful 
and promotive of the same; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Mississippi Conference, in session at Vicks- 
burg, Miss., January 23, 1915, hereby proposes the following amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the Church: 

"To strike out from the Third Restrictive Rule, Paragraph 46, 
Section 3 of the Discipline of 1912, all after the disjunctive 'but/ 
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and insert the words 'May elect a Bishop or Bishops for work among 
particular races and languages, or for any of our foreign missions, 
limiting their episcopal jurisdiction to the same respectively,' so 
that the whole paragraph shall read: 

"The General Conferences shall not change nor alter any part of 
the rule of our government so as to do away with episcopacy, nor 
destroy the plan of our itinerant General Superintendency; but may 
elect a Bishop or Bishops for work among particular races and lan- 
guages, or for any of our Foreign Missions, limiting their episcopal 
jurisdiction to the same respectively." 

Resolved Second, That the Bishops are respectively requested in 
their special meeting to submit this proposition to be voted upon by 
the members of the Annual Conferences and the Lay Electoral Con- 
ferences, which shall meet in the years 1915-1916 for the adoption of 
the said amendments to the Constitution. 

Resolved Third, When this amendment shall receive the constitu- 
tional majority in the Annual Conferences and Lay Electoral Con- 
ferences, and in the ensuing General Conference of 1916, the said 
amendment shall become a part of our Constitution.
